The crown corporation known as the National Museums of Canada 
was established by the National Museums Act (S.C. 1967-68, chapter 
21) proclaimed April 1, 1968, to promote interest in, and knowledge 
of, the products of nature and the works of man for the benefit of 
the Canadian people. In carrying out its assigned task, the Corpora- 
tion may: 

(a) collect, classify, preserve and display objects relevant to its 
purposes; 
(b) undertake or sponsor research relevant to its purposes; 


(c) arrange for and sponsor travelling exhibitions of materials 
in, related to, its collections; 

(d) arrange for the acquisition or publication and the sale to 
the public of books pamphlets, replicas and other materials 
related to its purposes; 
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(e) undertake or sponsor programs for the training of persons 
in the professions and skills involved in the operation of 
museums; 

(f) establish adequate liaison with other museums and universities 
with a view to securing maximum collaboration of all ac- 
tivities in this field and, for such purposes, establish con- 
sultative committees as required; 

(g) arrange for or provide professional and technical services to 
other organizations whose purposes are similar to any of 
those of the Corporation, on such terms and conditions as 
may be approved by the Minister; and 

(h) generally, do and authorize such things as are incidental or 
conducive to the attainment of the purposes of the Corpora- 
tion and the exercise of its powers. : 


The Corporation is constituted of a museum of fine arts, better 
known as the National Gallery of Canada; a museum of human 
history; a museum of natural history; a museum of science and tech- 
nology. With the approval of the Governor in Council, other museums 
may be established by the Board as the need for them is determined. 

The activities of each museum is directed by a director appointed 
by the Governor in Council on the recommendation of the Board. 
Provision has been made for a Secretary General of the Corporation 
having the rank of a Deputy Minister who has, on behalf of the 
Board, responsibility for the direction and management of the Cor- 
poration in matters that have not, by the National Museums Act or 
the by-laws as approved by the Minister, been reserved specifically to 
the Board, to a committee of the Board, or to a director of a museum. 
Currently, the Secretary General and Directors are as follows:

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[HISTORICAL] CATALOGUE 


This is the first edition of a formal catalogue of the publications of 

the National Museum of Canada. A previous catalogue compiled and 
issued by the Museum appeared in 1952, with subsequent up-dated 
lists in recent years. | 
_ The present catalogue lists items by Queen’s Printer catalogue num- 
ber, with annotations in an attempt to clarify the frequently erratic 
numbering and naming of series. 
- An Act to establish a Corporation for the Administration of the 
National Museums of Canada was passed 21st Dec. 1967 (C.S. 1967, 
ch. 21), resulting in change of name and style of Museum publica- 
tions. It was thought advisable to discontinue the series names used 
under the former administration and to re-name all series as they 
are issued by the individual reconstituted Museums which go to 
make up the National Museums of Canada. 

Therefore, this catalogue should be the definitive listing of the 

publications of the former National Museum of Canada. 
' National Museum publications have had a chequered history. The 
Museum itself developed from a museum assembled by the Geological 
Survey of Canada. Both the Museum and Geological Survey. report 
to Parliament through a federal government department and these 
can change. Since 1913, when the first Museum bulletin was issued, 
the following have appeared on publications as the sponsoring depart- 
ments for Museum publications: 


Department of Mines 

Department of Mines and Resources 

Department of Resources and Development 
Department of Northern Affairs and National Resources 
Department of the Secretary of State 

Corporation of the National Museums of Canada 


Dates of the changes have been omitted purposely because they bear 
little relevance to the publications. In some cases, left-over covers 
may have been used, with the result than an earlier form of imprint 
sometimes appeared after a new imprint had been used. 


BULLETIN 


The first Museum Bulletin appeared in 1913 as “The Victoria 
Memorial Museum Bulletin of the Department of Mines”. Succeeding 
bulletins were named variously as: “Museum Bulletin of the Geologi- 
cal Survey of Canada”; “Bulletin of the Geological Survey”; “Museum 
Bulletin of the Victoria Memorial Museum”, and “Bulletin of the 
National Museum of Canada.” The latter tithe was used from 1927 
through 1969. 
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In 1946, with the formation of the Department of Resources and 
Development, the Museum was taken under its administration and 
separated from the Geological Survey, which became part. of the 
Department of Mines and Technical Surveys. Museum publications 
since then have had no connection with the Geological Survey. The 
Bulletin series was divided into sub-series: Anthropological Series, 
Biological Series, Geological Series, Folklore (Historical Series ) and 
Annual Reports. 


Geological Series Bulletins: 


The early issues of the Geological Series Bulletins Sanbuted to the 
Museum and listed in this catalogue were retained for distribution by 
the Geological Survey of Canada. Bulletin no. 145, listed here as 
Geological Series no. 55, was the first in this sub-series to be issued 
independently by the Museum. The sub-series numbering was not 
printed on the original bulletin itself but was assigned retroactively 
when others appeared later. 


Historical Series and Folklore Series: 


In 1963 a Historical Series began; two numbers appeared. In 1968 
the series name was changed to Folklore Series, so that Bulletin no. 
215 was also Folklore series no. 3. Retroactively, the former Histori- 
cal Series no. 1 and no. 2 became Folklore Series no. 1 and no. 2. 
Further confusion was caused because the three numbers were in 
French, with series names in French: Serie des bulletins d’histoire; 
Serie des bulletins de folklore and no. 4 was in English, with series 
note: Folklore series. 


Annual Report: 


The Annual Report first appeared as Bulletin no. 50 (Annual 
Report of the National Museum of Canada for 1926), and continued 
until 1955/56 when Bulletin no. 147 terminated the report in this 
form. Generally, it had included the administrative and activities 
reports of the Museum, in addition to a collection of short papers 
representative of all scientific fields covered by the curatorial depart- 
ments. With the cessation of the Annual Report collections of such 
papers began to appear as bulletins in the various series and entitled 
“Contributions...” (see below), while the administrative reports 
appeared only in the Annual Report of the Minister of the current 
parent department. These are not distributed by the Museum. The 
former Annual Reports always appeared without a sub-seriés number, 
and were identified by year. 

An experimental illustrated booklet was issued in 1967 entitled 
“Yearbook of the National Museum of Canada for the fiscal year 
1965/66”. This is not a continuation of the Annual Report, nor 
does it replace the report appearing in the Annual Report of the 
Secretary of State. It was a unique publication and there’ are no 
plans to continue the series. 
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CONTRIBUTIONS: 


The Contributions grew rapidly and changes had to be made. 
Those in the Biological Series appeared first as pre-prints, before 
general distribution of the papers in bound form. This practice was 
discontinued. As each field of study became too prolific for a blanket 
Contributions volume, subdivisions were made. (See list of Contri- 
butions... p. 65) 


These Contributions should not be confused with earlier publica- 
tions such as Bulletin no. 42 (Contributions to Palaeontology. 1926), 
or Special Contributions (see p. 70)

Unfortunately all issues were not counted so that there are two 
issues of Contributions to Zoology (1958 & 1959) and one'issue of 
Contributions to Anthropology (1957) which cannot be: numbered, 
and may be cited as for example: “Contributions to Zoology, 1958”. 
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PAPERS: 


Anthropological Papers and Natural History Papers were intended 
as a fast, inexpensive vehicle for presentation of short papers not 
included in Contributions. 

It is necessary to explain that Anthropology Papers no. 6 and 7 
were in French, bearing French series title: Etudes anthropologiques. 


MEMOIRS: 


During the years that the Museum was part of the Geological 
Survey of Canada, there appeared also in the G.S.C. Memoir Series, 
memoirs in subjects for which the Museum was responsible. In this 
catalogue, these Memoirs are listed by the numbers originally assigned 
them. Numbers not included here were publications of the Geological 
Survey. The Museum’s Memoirs were also sub-divided into Anthro- 
pology and Biology Series. These must not be confused with the 
sub-series of the same name, contained in the Museum’s Bulletin 
series. 


OTHER: 


Special Contributions also were part of a more complete series of 
the Geological Survey; only three were of Museum origin and they 
are listed herein. 


Miscellaneous Series were chiefly reprints of papers published in 
outside journals by staff members. Again, these were part of a series 
issued by the Geological Survey of Canada and only those of Museum 
origin are included. 


REPRINT “EDITIONS” 


Some publications have gone into reprint and have been called 
new editions. An example is Indians of Canada (Bull. 65—A.S. 15). 
Except for an appendix in the 3rd “edition” no changes have been 
made in this bulletin though a 7th “edition” has appeared. Unless 
clearly marked as “revised” new “editions” should be taken to be 
reprints. Reprint editions are usually available only from the Queen’s 
Printer who undertook the reprinting and retained the distribution. 


CONCLUSION: 


With the exception of some bulletins not yet printed and one 
Anthropology paper the publications of the National Museum of 
Canada have now ceased. Bulletin 238 will be the last. The new 
series under the general sponsorship of the Corporation of the 
National Museums of Canada will be issued by the individual 
museums constituting the Corporation: The National Museum of 
Man, The National Museum of Natural Sciences, The National 
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Museum of Science and Technology and The Canadian War Museum. 
The National Gallery of Canada, though a part of the Corporation, 
publishes independently and its publications will not be included in 
these series. As in the past, publications will appear in the language 
of the author, either English or French, and only in special cases 
will there be translated editions. Abstracts in the alternate language 
will be included in every publication. All new publications will bear 
series titles in both languages. The first issues of the new series are 
listed at the back of this catalogue. These will continue the type of 
material the old Museum has published over the years, but, will be 
more easily identified and filed by librarians and more easily cited 
by writers. Additional subjects will be introduced and covered by 
publications from the National Museum of Science and Technology 
and the Canadian War Museum.
